One  thiog  is  cer- 
tian,  that  though  influence  may  shut  equal 
merit  out  of  one  position,  others  will  come 
alcng  where  nothing  of  the  kind  will  hap- 
hen.  i 

The  usual  salaries  of  civil  service  em- 
ployees range  from  five  hundred  to  twelve 
hundred  dollars.  In  many  branches  of  the 
pnhlic  service  women  now  outnumber  men. 
A stenographer  in  the  civil  service  generally 
commands  twenty-five  dollars  a week.  No 
one  can  be  removed  in  such  government 
positions  without  cause;  and  therefore  a 
position,  once  reached,  is  permanent  as  long 
asAhe  work  is  wall  done.  One  woman  in 
the  New  York  post  office  has  held  her  place 
for  thirty  years.  The  hours  in  govern- 
ment work  are  usually  from  seven  to  eight 
a day,  and  the  rules  arc  alike  for  men  and 
women,  except  that' women  are  seldom 
asked  to  do  "overtime”  work,  and  are 
more  excused  on  account  of  illness  than 
men.  In  post  office  statistics,  the  figures 
prove  that  for  every  six  days  a man  worker 
is  away  for  illness,  a woman  is  away  lor 
ten.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  men  olten 
lose  positions  for  dishonesty,  insubordina- 
tion, or  drunkness,  while  women  have  a 
well  nigh  spotless  record  in  these  respects. 
So  things  are  about  even,  and  a woman 
stands  as  good  a chance  to  get  in  as  a 
man  in  most  classes  of  positions.  Male 
stenographers,  however,  are  rather  at  a 
premium  for  various  good  reasons. 

Examinations  for  positions  in  the  de- 
partments at  Washington  are  a lit  tie  more 
difficult  than  the  ordinary  ones.  . Influence 
too, 'plays  more  of  a part.  The  senator  or 
congressman,  in  this  case,  is  the  best 
backer  to  hnve.  Less  than  a tenth  of  all 
government  positions  are  held  in  Washing- 
ton, so  it  is  not  easy  to  get  there.

From  the  army  of  civil  service  workers 
in  the  various  departments,  many  rpen 
have  risen  to  high  rank  in  the  government. 
Secretary  Cortclyou,  as  every  one.knotvs, 
began  ns  a stenographer  in  the  post  office 
ilepartment.  One  of  the  first  assistant 
secretaries  of  the  treasury,  Mr.  Ailes, 
climbed  through  all  the  grades  from  the 
very  bottom.  While  the  cabinet  officers 
are  apppointed,  and  usually  are  outsiders, 
the  next  highest  places  in  the  departments 
hare  to  he  filled  by  men  of  training  and 
experience,  who  hold  their  positions  under 
one  administration  after  another.  Su(h 
men  ofen  work  up  from  the  ranks,  study- 
ing, working,  pushing  upward,  and  climb- 
ing round  aftir  round.

My  whole  life  is  made 
up  of  them.  Look  at  my  Orphanage.  To

While  in  the  procession  the  President 
was  greeted  as,  “Our  wonderful  Teddy!” 
Is  he  not  woaderful,  as  well  as  great?  He 
excels  in  what  he  undertakes,  whether  it 
lie  in  the  handling  of  a bucking  broncho, 
sparring  with  an  athlete,  discussing  lit- 
erature with  the  authors,  filling  the  pul- 
pit of  an  absent  pastor,  or  turning  down 
post  masters  in  politics  like  Murk  Hanna, 
or  negotiating  a treaty  of  peace  between 
the  warring  nations  of  the  old  world. 

The  respectful,  and  even  cordial  treat- 
ment. that  the  President  received  at  At- 
lanta, made  the  impression  on  my  min  I 
that  the  people  there  consider  themselves^ 
as  being  really  back  in  the  Union.  Ben 
Hill,  the  great  Georgia  statesman,  said, 
“We  are  back  in  our  father’s  house  to 
stay.”  I would  enquire  whether  anything 
has  been  seen  of  (he  “ring?"  Has  the 
"robe”  been  brought  forth  for  the  re- 
turned prodigal?  Has  the  fatted  call  been 
killed?  If  so,  it  must  have  furnished  meat 
only  for  the  "elder  brother  ” 

This,  young  gentlemen,  brings  me  to  the 
matter  that  I am  especially  anxious  to 
discuss  before  you,  viz:  "If  the  Southern 
States  have  not  been  fully  restored  to  the 
Union,  how  can  it  be  done?” 

So  far  as  being  required  to  bear  our 
part  of  the  burdens  of  the  government,  we 
are  unquestionably  back.  \Ve  have  to 
pay  taxes  to  support  a lot  of  loafers,  who 
while  called,  “veterans,”  many  of  them 
were  never  within  gun  shot  of  an  armed 
rebel.  It  is  also  true,  that  we  are  allowed 
representation  in  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  but  how  many  advisers  to 
the  President,  cabinet  officers,  are  taken 
from  South  of  the  Ohio  and  Potomac  riv- 
ers? 

In  many  ways  the  Southern  States  seem 
to  be  put  on  a par  with  Alaska,  Porto 
Rico  and  the  Phillipines.  Is  this  kind  of 
lelation  best  for  either  section?  While  to 
my  mind  it  is  bad  for  both,  the  condition 
results  in  the  most  harm  to  our  section. 
It  a change  can  be  effected,  we  are  the 
ones  most  interested  in  getting  it  done- 
Abraham  Lincoln  said  in  1858  that  the 
states  could  not  remain  half  slave  and  half 
after  his  reaching  the 
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o faOairs.  The  Republican  party  was  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  restricting  slav 
ery  to  the  territory  then  occupied  by  it; 
but  when  the  work  got  well  in  hand,  went 
into  the  business  of  abolishing  it.  Not 
only  so,  but  the  party  in  power  at  the 
close  of  the  war  required  the  states  that 
had  been  despoiled  of  their  property  to 
join  the  other  states  in  making  the  rob- 
bery constitutional.  But  even  now, 
though  slavery  has  been  abolished,  by  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  Southern  peo- 
ple, it  is  contended  that  the  negro  is  not 
yet  free,  and  that  those  who  started  in 
with  him  must  remain  until  the  freedom 
of  the  negro  is  established. 

The  Republican  party  has  recently  pat 
itself  on  record  in  the  state  of  Marvland, 
as  being  opposed  to  social  equality,  and 
negro  domination. 

This,  perhaps,  means  that  it  is  only  a 
question  of  time  when  the  matter  of  suf- 
rage  will  be  left  to  the  states  of  the 
Sooth,  as  is  now  the  case  at  th?  North. 
There  are  many  good  men  at  the  North, 
and  some  of  them  Republicans,  who,  as 
soon  as  they  feel  that  the  negro  is  safe  in 
onr  hands,  will  consider  that  the  mission 
of  the  party  is  at  un  end.  And  by  safe 
they  do  not  mean  the  right  to  vote  and 
hold  office,  so  much  as  the  right  to  lie 
tried  by  the  courts  for  the  commission  of 
crime.  This  is  all  the  more  reasonable 
since  the  courts  are  organized,  and  run,  by 
white  men.  In  considering  the  ways  and 
means  of  bringing  about  a better  state  of 
affairs,  we  will  make  no  mistake  in  culti- 
vating in  our  young  men  the  national 
spirit,  a love  of  country,  a love  of  justice, 
and  to  show  scant  respect  tor  the  men 
who  seek  our  votes  by  appeals  to  section- 
al piejudices. 

We  should,  by  all  that  is  within  us, 
strive  to  have  courts  of  justice,  rather 
than  those  of  injustice  to  the  weak  and 
unprotected.  We  should  decry  all  lawless- 
ness, ani  especially  mdb  law,  a brutal 
practice  calculated  to -increase  rather  than 
diminish  crime.  In  this  way  we  may  help 
to  repress  sectionalism,  the  bane  of  this 
country,  and  put  the  Republican  party 
out  of  business.
